LOCATION. Colorado is a little west and north 
of the center of the United States. Its climate is 
more severe than other states of the same latitude, 
because its average altitude is about one mile above 
sea level. The state is crossed from north to south 
by the Front Range of the Rocky Mountains, and to 
this fact mainly is due the infinite variety of the 
native vegetation. The area of Colorado is more 
than one half that of France, or as much as that of 
England, Scotland, Wales and one half of Ireland. 
Boulder is located at the eastern base of the Rocky 
Mountains in northern Colorado, and visitors always 
remember it as “Beautiful Boulder.” 

Bear in mind that Colorado is not a desert, the 
finest grain and fruits in America are grown in Col- 
orado; irrigation has done it. Although one of the 
richest mining sections in the world, the value of 
its agricultural products last year exceeded the out- 
put of its mines.

DESGRIPTIVE AND GULTURAL 
NOTES 


For other descriptions see Catalogue cf last seas- 
on, The Cyclopedia of American Horticulture, etc. 


ACTAEA. Very showy plants of easiest cul- 
ture delighting in a moist shaded vosition; hand- 
some compound foliage, white flowers and bright 
scarlet or waxy-white berries in conspicuous clusters 

ANEMONE. A most interesting group of showy 
perennials preferring a rather light, well drained 
soil with little or no shade; seeds sometimes germi- 
nate slowly. 

AQUILEGIA or Columbine should always be 
used liberally in every collection of hardy plants. 
Coerulea with its very large lavendar and white 
flowers is cne of the most beautiful sorts and is the 
State Flower of Colorado. Our seeds were gathered 
far back in the mountains so that they are pure and 
unhybridized; this sort should have a rather light 
loam with partial shade. Our Long-spurred Hybrids 
are saved from our own superb collection and can 
not be surpassed. 

ARGEMONE shculd be planted in a warm, sunny 
and well drained position where it can remain, as it 
does not transplant easily; these will ususally bloom 
the first season.

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ARTEMISIA. These are valued for their orna- 
mental foliage and for their pungent fragrance; may 
be grown in dry. sterile places where few other 
plants could exist. 

ASTERS or Michaelmas Daisies are gaining rap- 
idly in favor, being very easily grown, blooming 
profusely and at a season when flowers are apt to be 
scarce. Our varieties are all choice and most cf 
them are rather low growing sorts. 


ASTRAGALUS, known as the Flowering Vetci- 
es, is am interesting group, and is represented in 
Colorado by some of the best and most distinct spe- 
cies. Our collection is choice and varied, ranging 
from 6 to 12 inches tall, and best suited in a rather 
dry sunny position. 

BIGELOVIA. The Plumed Goldenrods are half- 
shrubby perennials, the first named less than one 
foot, and the latter 2 to 4 feet tall. Foliage nar- 
row, grayish-green, each of the numerous stems pro- 
ducing a plume of golden-yellow flowers. For best 
developments they should have a dry sandy loam 
without shade, but they will succeed almost any- 
where and are easily raised from seed. 

BRICKELLIA. Flower heads well above the fol- 
iage in a loose panicle, tassel-shaped, gracefully 
drooping, light buff color; light soil, partial shade. 

CALTHA. Our western Marsh Marigold is an 
exquisite little subalpine 6 to 9 inches tall with 
many-petaled snow white or bluish flowers. Found 
growing in moist mountain valleys but does nicely 
in the garden, blooming very early. 


CALANDRINIA. The first having red, and the 
latter having white flowers. Alpines resembling 
Lewisia and requiring about the same treatment. 


CASTILLEJA. Painted Cup or Fairy Paint- 
brush. Flowers inconspicuous but enclosed by very 
brilliantly colored bracts, resembling a brush dipped 
in paint; various colors, all similar in habit, pre- 
ferring a dry soil containing humus, and with little 
if any shade. 

CHRYSOPSIS. Golden Aster. Handsome dwarf 
perennials which bloom the first season from seed, 
bearing a profusion of radiate yellow flowers re- 
sembling Asters. 

CLEMATIS. It is not difficult to raise most of 
these from seed, a few do not germinate until the 
second year, but most kinds come up in from 2 to 4 
weeks. 

CNICUS. Our species is a conspicuous alpine 
with immense wooly whitish heads; not likely to 
become a weed. 

COREOPSIS. All are good but our palmata ‘s 
very good; a persistent perennial, sending up num-

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erous slender stems a foot tall, bearing 3 to 5 very 
beautiful yellow radiate heads two inches in diame- 
ter and very fine for cutting. The foliage is leath- 
ery, beautifully palmate, persisting late in autumn, 
then assuming exquisite shades of purple and red. 

DELPHINIUM. Several distinct sorts indige- 
nous to the Rocky Mountains, the first two grow :n 
dry soil; Nelsoni, erroneously offered in former lists 
as bicolor, is dwarf and blooms very early, pre- 
ferring the shade of shrubs, etc. 

ERIGERON, a group related to Aster but having 
more numerous and narrower rays. We take pleas- 
ure in offering a superb collection of mostly new 
sorts from the mountains of Colorado and would 
call attention to macranthus and salsuginosus, both 
of which have very fine large flowers, the latter of 
a clear rosy-amethyst with yellow center, 

EUSTOMA or Lisianthus of some writers, is re- 
lated to the Gentians, and has heretofore been rep- 
resented by annuals or biennials. Our present spe- 
cies, named for its discoverer by Professor Nelson, 
is a true perennial, and differs from the blue-flow- 
ered Russellianum of the Southern U. S. in having 
flowers of a clear violet-purple, equally large and 
showy; about one foot tall, blooming profusely and 
for a long time. 

GENTIANA. Many people consider Gentians 
very difficult subjects for cultivation but we offer a 
collection which with one or two exceptions are not 
very exacting in their requirements. Most of them 
like a deep soil which is retentive of moisture; do 
not disturb or transplant the clumps if it can he 
avoided. and young seedlings should be left in the 
seed bed until the second season. Elegans will re- 
quire a little more care than some, but it is such an 
éxquisite sort that is well worth a trial. 

GEUM ROSSII is a choice alpine with neat 
compound foliage and handsome yellow flowers. 

HEDYSARUM. Clumps one foot tall, bearing a 
profusion of bright rose pea-shaped flowers; dry or 
sandy soil. 

HEUCHERA. Rosettes of evergreen foliage, 
flowers of various colors, on slender stems. 

LEPACHYS. Very attractive flowers with dark 
centers and drooping yellow or variously colored 
rays. 

LATHYRUS. Few hardy plants are so certain 
to give satisfaction as the Perennial Peas; our 
kinds should be planted by all who do mot already 
have them. 

LIATRIS. We believe our set includes the best 
three kinds in cultivation; punctata is very dwarf 
with pink-purple flowers all along the stem; 
pycnostachia has very tall purple spikes with the

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flowering portion often two or three feet long, and 
scariosa has very large heads with crimson-purple 
involucres, 

LITHOSPERMUM. Ours have showy tubular 
flowers in different shades of yellow; multiflorum is 
taller and blcoms later than the others, many hun- 
dreds of golden blossoms appearing on a well de- 
veloped plant during the blooming season. All of 
these prefer a rather deep, “well drained loam, and 
will perhaps thrive best on a sunny slope. 

LUPINUS. These need about the same culture 
as Lithospermum; they are more likely to suffer 
from too much moisture than from too little. The 
flowers grow in long racemes and greatly resemble 
Wisteria. both in form and arrangement; thcse of 
argenteus are very deep blue, foliage silvery; those 
of decumbens are creamy with parts of the flower 
tinged blue, a most delicate combination; parviflorus 
is tall with purplish spikes; the two others are dwarf. 

MACHAERANTHERA was formerly included 
with Aster; all have large very showy vioiet-purple 
flowers and are more dwarf and spreading in habit 
than most of the asters; will bloom iirst Season. 
Our new latifolia is dwarfer and has larger flowers 
than canescens. 

MIMULUS. Our species is an exquisite sub-al- 
pine, literally covered with showy large yellow flew- 
ers nearly all summer. 

MERTENSIA. Graceful perennials which are 
easily raised from seed; flowers blue, bell-shaped, 
usually in drooping panicles; ciliata is a robust spe- 
cies with luxuriant foliage, favoring a moist position 
but will thrive under any good garden conditions in 
sun or shade; lanceolata is more slender, with larger 
flowers and prefers a rather dry sunny place. 

NEMEXIA, formerly included with Smilax, gives 
us a most. elegant herbaceous climber with foliage 
of smooth firm texture, fragrant flowers followed by 
umbels of blue-black berries through autumn and 
early winter. Old clumps produce many stems which 
come up at first like Asparagus, growing erect for 
several feet, then sending out tendrils which cling 
to any suitable support, growing ten cr twelve feet in 
a season 

OENOTHERA. The Evening Primroses are 
among the choicest of flowering plants, and several 
of our Rocky Mountain sorts surpass any in cultiva- 
tion. Most of the species delight in a warm sandy 
loam, with sunny exposure, preferably on a slope or 
elevation where surplus moisture will run off freely; 
an exception to this is found in Howardi which 
does best in a clay soil, but this also requires good 
drainage; its flowers are 4 to 5 inches across, clear 
buttercup-yellow, changing with age to vermilion.

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The roots are perennial, bearing an ample rosette of 
long narrow foliage, the flowers being bourn close 
above the foliage upon the elongated calyx tube. 
Very similar in habit of growth and size of flowers 
is caespitosa; this however has snowy-white flowers 
which change to rose, and grows in sandy soil. It 
is a true perennial and is quite distinct from eximia. 

OXYTROPIS. Long racemes of snowy pea- 
shaped blossoms on scape-like stems arising from 
a rosette of silky pinnate foliage; very handsome 
and easily grown. 

PENTSTEMON. Most’ Pentstemons bloom 
the first year if sown early, ours are perennial and 
may be so treated if grown in a warm, well drained 
sandy soil, or they can be lifted and wintered in a 
cold frame. Our collection is very choice, includ- 
ing both tall and dwarf varieties. 

POLEMONIUM. Very choice mountain flowers, 
confertum and mellitum having crowded heads of un- 
usually large blue and white flowers respectively. 

POTENTILLA, Valued for their handsome 
compound foliage which is often silvery, and for 
the bright yellow flowers; various habits of growth, 
and of easiest culture. 

PRENANTHES. Smooth foliage, long racemes 
of nodding purplish flowers. 

PRIMULA. A beautiful alpine with large um- 
bels of crimson-purple flowers, growing along moun- 
tain streams. 

PSORALEA. The Indian Bread Root or Ground 
Nut is a unique and interesting plant aside from the 
fact that it was once an important food plant of the 
American Indian. It most resembles a dwarf, spread- 
ing Lupine, hairy stems and foliage from a tuberous 
root; dry soil. 

SENECIO. Several of the Senecios are showy 
and easily grown; a few of the best appear on our 
list, 

SALVIA. The species offered is a native of the 
western plains, and is so hardy and reliable that we 
do not hesitate to recommed it to everyone. One 
of our correspondents, after growing it, writes, 
“You do not praise it half enough.’ Grows four 
feet tall, bearing a large loose panicle of sky-blue 
flowers late in the season, desirable for cutting; 
blooms first year from seed. 

SIDALCEA, All easily grown and worthy. 

THALICTRUM,. These can be grown without 
difficulty in any good soil, Fendleri is comparatively 
dwarf and will stand shade; polygamum is the larg- 
est and finest of all and bears immense feathery 
panicles of white flowers, the leaves are very large 
but much divided so that they resemble the Maiden- 
hair Fern.

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THERMOPSIS. The Colorado species are low 
growing plants and are known as Buffalo Pea, Yellow 
Lupine, etc. Rhombifolia is the first to bloom, and 
seldom grows more than ten inches tall; the flowers 
are large, very bright yellow, pea-shaped and de- 
lightfully fragrant; montana is taller but equally 
desirable; both kinds are easily grown. 

TOWNSENDIA. Very dwarf rock plants with 
large white or tinted Daisy-like flowers; very unique 
and choice. 

TRIFOLIUM. Several of the Clovers from our 
highest mountains make elegant little specimens 
for the rockery and will be found really ornamental 

TROLLIUS. Our Rocky Mountain species is 
probably the only pure white Globe Flower; grows 
a foot or two tall forming nice bushy clumps, and 
the flowers which are of good size open out broader 
than those of most varieties. 

VALERIANA. Our septentrionalis is one of the 
very early spring flowers, easily grown, forming 
dense tufts of foliage surmounted by clusters of fine 
snow-white flowers, 

VIOLA. The Violets will always rank among 
our favorite flowers and may be grown with so little 
trouble and require so little room that they should 
be planted by everyone; they are just the thing to 
fill up little bare spaces around shrubs and larger 
plants. 

YUCCA. This is the hardiest species, and will 
thrive in the driest bleakest places, in poor sandy 
or rocky soil, is evergreen and when in bloom the 
great racemes of white cup-like nodding flowers 
present a most stately effect; requires good drainage. 


SHRUBS. 

AMORPHA,. Shrubs of easiest culture, neat 
compound foliage and narrow spikes of purple flow- 
ers; canescens is dwarf and silky, and nana is still 
more dwarf, being an exquisite miniature of the 
larger sorts, seldom exceeding one foot and is one 
of the most attractive little shrubs in cultivation. 

BERBERIS. Ours is one of the Mahonia group 
and creeps rather slowly by underground stems form- 
ing a close ground-cover of evergreen Holly-like foli- 
age, succeeding well in the open, but is especially 
suited to the shade of trees and shrubs; flowers 
golden yellow, very fragrant, followed by clusters 
of purple fruit. 

CRATAEGUS. Two choice small growing trees, 
cerronis having dark fruit and small glossy foliage, 
and Coloradensis having large clusters of bright scar- 
let fruit and large deeply veined foliage; it bears a 
profusion of large fragrant blossoms, is very hardy 
and one of the best of the genus.

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JAMESIA. A distinct shrub of upright growth 
characterized by its velvety foliage and showy clus- 
ters of waxy-white orange-scented blossoms; easily 
grown, hardy and always attractive. 


PHYSOCARPUS or Opulaster includes two or 
more successful and very attractive western shrubs, 
nearly allied to Spiraea. 


PYRUS or Sorbus is represented in the Rocky 
Mountains by sambucifolia, a large shrub branching 
from the base, but of rather narrow upright habit; a 
very desirable ornamental. 

RHUS. Distinct from the other American sorts 
in its low spreading habit; it makes a dense twiggy 
growth well clothed by the three-parted foliage which 
assumes gorgeous autumn tints; berries bright 
scarlet, mingling with the green foliage. The varie- 
ty racemosa is similar but the fruit is bourn in ter- 
minal racemes thrust out from the foliage. Both 
kinds will endure drought, exposure, sterile soil and 
other hardships to a remarkable degree. 

RIBES. A useful and varied group rapidly com- 
ing into favor for ornamental planting. All are rec- 
ommended but we consider tenuiflorum especially 
choice as having in addition to the clove-scented 
flowers of aureum, a profusion of very attractive 
amber or cherry-tinted fruit, larger and of better 
flavor than that of the Black Currant. 

ROSA. The wild roses are extensively planted 
for naturalistic effects, our Arkansana being much in 
demand on account of its uniformly dwarf habit, 
blooming when only six inches tall, and seldom ex- 
ceeding one foot; manca is a new sort of dense bushy 
growth, with large blossoms and long scarlet fruit; 
Sayi also has very brilliant fruit, while Woodsii grows 
the tallest and is one of the best blooming of our 
western sorts. 

RUBUS. Unquestionably our Rocky Mountain 
Flowering Raspberry is one of the choicest of flow- 
ering shrubs; it is an erect or somewhat spreading 
shrub with perennial canes, rounded, three to five 
lobed leaves which are strongly veined and of firm 
texture. The flowers which are snowy-white resem- 
ble single roses in size and form, and are disposed 
in the axils of the leaves over the whole plant, so 
that a blooming clump is a revelation of beauty. It 
transplants as easily as a rose and responds as free- 
ly to liberal treatment, making itself at home under 
usual garden conditions. 

SHEPHERDIA. Our Canadensis is a low spread- 
ing shrub with silvery foliage, very ornamental but 
rare in cultivation. 

VIBURNUM. A distinct red-berried species of 
small size, preferring shade; beautiful autumn tints.
